Every Effort shoutd Be Put Forth to 
Dispel. War Animosities 

Setertifice circles, in Britain are en- 
deavoring to tomerto a decision on the 
question of admitting German dele- 
gates to next year’s gathering of the 
British Association for the Adyvance- 
ment of Selence. The question has 
been before the association for five 
years. At recent meetings of this 
body at Southampton the,committee of 


recommendation decided by a narrow | 


majority in favor of admitting Ger- 
mans. ‘The general committee décid- 
ed, also, that invitation next year 
shoukl be ‘ssued irrespective of na- 
tionalicy, and the next move, it is 
pointed: out, rests with the general 
council of the association, which meets 
in November. 

Grounds put forth by opponents of 
the proposal to issue inyitations to 
German delegates to attend the asso- 
lation will'be recognized, and doubt- 
less. appreciated, yet it would seem 
doubtfal if any good purpose would be 
served by barring men of sclence from 
Germany from these meetings. . It is 
not: difficult to understood how hates 
engendered by the war should ‘still 
survive, nor is it forgotten how Ger- 
man science was brought to bear on 
the side of the. Teutons against the 
Dritish and other allied powers in the 
conflict. Yet should not every pos- 
elble effort be put forth to dispel war 
animosities that still may lurk; in- 
deed is there not an actual danger to 
world” peace. by perpetuating these 
feelings of hostility: The present is 
a time for mon of scence to be devot- 
ing their skill to the cause of peace, 
and it would seem that by internation- 
al co-operation along thig line, which 
is born. of ee contact as is proposed 
by the inyiting 6f German scientists to 
te British convention, great projects 
of science would be Aelbeg along rath- 
er than hindered, :

Principal Factor 
| “Mutual fear,” in the optnion of 
| Viseount Grey of Fallodon, was the 
| clilef Cause of the world war. 
Viscount Grey, who as Sir Pdward 
} was foreign minister at the 
‘outbreak of the war, has published 
his memoirs. Developing his bellet 
jthat fear caused ' the conflict, he de- 
scribes as follows tho principal fac- 
tors leading to the clash of 1914: 
| 1, Germany had no reason to fear 
|anyone after the war of 1870, but she 
built up her armaments and formed 
|the triple alliance, so that she might 
| never have reason to be afraid in 
future. 
fas France, naturally, was afraid af- 
ter 1870, and hence formed the dual 
alliance with Russia. 

3. Great Britain, with a small army 
and a large empire, became first un- 
comfortable and then afraid of being 
isolated, particularly when Germany 
began building her big fleet. Hence 
Britain concluded the Aftglo-Japanese 
alliance, patched up her quarrels with 
France and Russia, and joined the 
entente. 

“Finally,” Viscount Grey continues, 
“Germany became afraid that she 
would presently be afraid, and she 
believed her power was at its height.” 

Viscount ‘}rey doubts whether Eur- 
ope even now is penetrated with the 
sense that war must be prevented in 
the future,

Made In Canada 
Industry Is Auwuditng Larger Propor- 
tions Than Ever 

That over a million motor vehicles 
have been manufactured to date In 
Canada is one of many, interesting 
facts relating to the atitomoblie indus- 
try cortained in a booklet “Facts and 
Figures of the Automobile Industry in 
Canada,” recently published by the 
Automotive Industries of Canada, the 
trade association of manufacturers ot 
motor vehictes, tires, partS and acces- 
sories in this country. 

Automobile manufacturing has been 
carried on in Canada continuously for 
just twenty-one years. Ten years ago 
the industry assumed large propor- 
tions and today it stands in the front 
rank of the Dominion’s industrial en- 
terprises. 

More than a hundred thousand Can- 
adians are now enployed in relation to 
the industry and its products, and 
over half a million persons in Canada 
are dependent on the manufacture and 
| use of motor vehicles, 

There are only two countries in the 
world—the United States and Great 
Britain—in which a greater number of 
motor vehicles .aro owned than in 
Canada; while in proportion to‘popula- 
tion—one car to every fourteen per- 
sons—the Dominion of Canada ranks 
next to the United States. 

In value of Canadian products of all 
classes the automobile industry stands 
seventh. At the top naturally are the 
agricultural products, first being flour 
jand grist mill products, then pulp and 
paper; third, meat products and so on.
